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| Total civil nonagricultural employment showed a substantial rise in June, reach- 
ing a new alletime peak of 38,790,000, Secretary of Labor Frances Perkins reported 
today ( "This total represents an increase of 484,000 workers over May 


and a gain of 35365,000 workers since June 1940," she said. "The current June fig- 
ure, furthermore, was more than 1,90C,000 above the level of Jume 1929. 


"The greater part of the expansion over the month occurred in manufacturing 
(220,000), particularly in those industrics primarily devoted to the defense program, 
A substantiel increase in employment also occurred in trade (101,000), while all 
other major groups, to a smaller extent, contributed to the employment increase. In 
construction a slight decrease in Federally financed construction employment was 
more than offset by a seasonal expansion in privately financed constriction employ-— 
ment. 


"All major groups showed substantial employment gains over the year. Manufac- 
turing employment showed an increase of 1,933,000 wage earners since June 1940. Con- 
struction employment rose 489,000; trade showed a rise of 268,000 workers. Trans=« 
portation and public utilities reported a rise of 202,000 wage earners. Federal, 
State, and local Government services employed 307,000 more workers than at this time 
last year, 


"These figures do not include persons employed on W.P.A. or N.Y. or enrollees 
in €.C.C. camps. Neither do they include the armed forces of the Nation in which 
there has been an increase of 1,256,000 since last Jime, 


"Employment and weekly pay rolis in manufacturing industries again advanced 
contraseasonally in June to the hizhest levels on record. The gains were 2.2 percent 
or 220,000 wage earners in employment and 5.6 percent or $15,100,000 in weekly pay 
rolls, These increases raised the employment index for all manufacturing industries 
combined to 127.6 (1923425 = 100) and the pay-rol] index to 152.0. The usual sea- 
Sonal changes from May to June are decreases of 0.7 percent in employment and 0.8 
percent in pay rolis, Of the 157 manufacturing industries regularly surveyed each 
month, 130 reported employment increases and 137 pay-roll gains over the month. As 
in recent months, most of the gains were contraseasonal or larger than seasonal. The 
gains since June of last vear were 23.8 percent in factory employment and 52.3 per- 
cent in factory pay rolls, Pay rolls have increased more sharply over the year in- 
terval than employment because of wage-rate increases, increased hours, and overtime 
premiums, 


"Wage-rate increases averaging 9.0 percent and affecting 478,242 wage earners 
were reported in June by 1,097 manufacturing plants out of a reporting sample of 
27,155 plants reporting 5,652,954 wage earners, The preliminary summaries indicate 
that substantial numbers of workers received pay increases in the following indus- 
yries: automobiles, bodies and parts (75,311), paper and pulp (44,444), shipbuilding 
(27,996), rubber tires and innertubes (25,282 : electrical machinery (23,508), brass, 
sronze, and copper products (20,365), rayon and allied products (15,829). 


"For the durable goods group of manufacturing industries, in which operations 
iave been particularly stimulated by defense activity, employment showed a gain of 
¢e? percent over the month and 35.0 percent over the year, with corresponding pay= 
voll increases of 6,7. percent and 71,5 percent. The increases in the nondurable goats 
Vso smaller, namely, 1.8 percent and 13.7 percent in employment and 3.8 percent 
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and 30.8 percent in pay rolls. The employment and Re “roll indexes (1923-25 = 100) 
for the durable goods group were 134.7 and 173.9, respectively, and for the nondur- 
able goods group,120.6 and 127.4. ‘These indexes were “the highest on record, 
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"Employment in strategic defense industries continued to expand as indicated in 
the following tables.

"Other manufecturing industries affected by war material orders and showing 
large employment gains were: foundries a machine shops (19,000), steel (12,200), 


electrinal machinery (9,100), caneys s (4,800), brass, bronze, and copper prod-= 
ucts (3,700), and chemicals (3,200), nes employment gains were also shown in many 


other industries, among them being canning (29,300) , savmills (11,900), cotton goods 
(10,200), furniture (6,900), shocs (5,300), baking (5,000), beverages (4,800), meat 
packing (4,200), and tin cans (2.5100), ine stantial decroases in employment, pri- 
marily seasonal, were shown for women's clothing (10,100), fertilizers (6,600), 
millinery (4,400), and book and jeb printing (2,800)." 


Anthracite mining employment and pay rolls rose contraseasonally between May 15 
and June 15 by 1.3 percent and 53.3 percent, respectively. The large pay-roll in- 
crease reflected not only materially increased produetion schedules but also the 
wage-rate increase in the new contract between operators and mine workers. Employment 
was slightly below the level of June 1940, but pay rolls were over 25 percent higher 
than a year ago, Bituminous-coal mines increased employment and pay rolls between 
May and June by 0.2 percent and 4.5 percent, respectively, which was less than the 
average June increases. These slight gsins followed the huge p neteeneees increases in 
May reflecting the return to work of miners unon the conetsten of wage agreements. 

The pay-rolt index for bituminous coal (104.5 percent of the 1929 average e) was 40 
percent above that of June 1940 and the highest since December 1929, 


Metal mines reported an employment increase of 1.3 percent and a payeroll gain 
of 5.0 percent, Pay rolls in this industry exceeded any reached during the last 10 
years. As compared with June 1940, employment advanced 11 percent while pay rolls 
rose 32 percent. Quarries and nonmetallic mines reported seasonal gains of 1.5 per- 
cent in employment and 4.5 percent in pay rolls, An S$ percent employment gain since 
June 1940 was accompanied by a pay-roll increase over the year of over 26 percent. 


In crude=petroleum production both employment and pay rolls showed slight gains 
over the month (1.9 percent and 1.1 percent, respectively). The telephone and tele- 
graph industry continued the series of monthly employment gains which has been inter- 
rupted only once (September 1940) since March of last year. The pay-roll index 
Cepae T. percent of the 1929 average) was at the highest point recorded, Both employ- 
ment and pay rolls were more than 10 percent above June 1940 levels. In electric 
‘light and power, the pay-roll index (131.3 percent of the 1929 average) was also at 
the highest point shown by the Bureau's records, and the employment level (93.7 per- 
cent) was higher than any since November 1937. In street railways and busses, an 
employment gain of 0.2 percent was accommanied by a more: pronounced pay=roll increase 
of 3.9 percent, which raised the pay-roll level 7 percent above that of June 1940. 
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Wholesale trade employment increased more=than-seasonally by 1.0 percent while 
pay rolls rose 3.5 percent between mid~May and mid-June. The employment index (93.1 
percent of the 1929 average) was at the highest June level since 1930, and the pay- 
roll index (87.5 percent) was at the highest point for any month since March 1931. 
Increased commissions on greater volume of business contributed to the pay~roil 
expansion, All wholesale lines employing large numbers of workers showed employment 
increases, except farm products which fell seasonally by 2.8 percent. 


3 Automotive dealers again reported increased employment and pay rolls (1.9 per- 
Yeent and 4.3 percent, respectively). Establishments dealing in dry goods and apparel 
jreported contraseasonal gains in employment and pay rolls of 1.4 percent and 1.1 per- 
‘eent, respectively, continuing the upward trend noted during the past 4 months, Fur- 
sniture and housefurnishings establishments increased employment contraseasonally by 
21.5 percent; paper and paper products, 1.4 percent; jewelry and optical goods, 1.2 
percent; and metals and minerals, 0.4 percent. Employment gains of more-than-average 
proportions were reported by dealers in general merchandise, 5.1 percent; forest 
products, 4.6 percent; hardware, 2.5 percent; and food products, 2,1 percent. 


Retail trade stores reported rreater-than-seasonal gains of 1.6 percent in 
employment and 3.3 percent in pay rolls. The employment index, 97.6 percent of the 
1929 average, was 6 percent above June 1940, and the highest June figure since 1929, 
The pay=-roll index (94.5 percent of 1929) was 11 percent above June 1940, and also 
the highest of any June since 1929, With few exceptions, employment gains were gen- 
eral among the various retail lines. Department stores increased their forces by 1.4 
percent; variety stores, 2.3 percent; shoes, 1.8 percent; automobiles, 0.7 percent; 
milk and dairy products, 3.2 percent; lumber and building materials, 3.5 percent; 
plumbing and heating, 5.3 percent; and drugs, 2.5 percent. The employment gain of 
6.6 percent in stores dealing in men's clothing and furnishings reflected a seasonal 
increase in business, Fuel and ice dealers increased employment more than seasonally 
by 12.0 percent. The principal employment decreases which were seasonal, were re= 
ported in women's apparel stores, 2.4 percent; electrical shops, 3.6 percent; and 
farmers! supply stores, 3.8 percent, 


Hotels reported seasonal contractions of 1.5 percent in employment and 1,0 per- 
cent in pay rolls, Employment and pay rolls in laundries and dry-cleaning establish- 
ments in June reached the highest levels reported in the past 10 years. Laundries 
showed a seasonal employment gain of 3.2 percent, while employment in dyeing and 
cleaning plants rose 1.9 percent, Employment levels in both industries were 9 per= 
cent above June 1940. Pay-roll increases over the month amounted to 3.6 percent and 
2.4 percent, respectively, and 10 percent over the year in both industries, In 
brokerage firms employment and pay rolls declined 1.0 percent and 0.6 percent, respec- 
tively. Employment was 16 percent and pay rolls 14 percent below June 1940, Employ- 
ment and pay rolls in insurance companies increased slightly and were 1.2 percent and 
4.6 percent higher, respectively, than a year ago. 


Employment in private building construction increased 2.7 percent from May to 
June following closely the average May to Jue percentage gain (2.3 percent) over 
the Jeyear period since 1932, Corresponding weekly pay rolls increased 3.6 percent. 
The current level of employment is 20.9 percent above June 1940, while pay rolls 
show an increase of 31,6 percent. Geographically employment gains occurred in six 
of the nine major divisions with the largest increases reported in the East North 
Central States and the Mountain States, 
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The industrial East North Central region (comprising Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Michigan, and Wisconsin) continued to show the largest numerical gain in non- 
agricultural employment over last year with 1,009,000 more workers employed than 
in dune 1940, Other regions reported the following increases: Middle Atlantic, 
721,000, South Atlantic, 525,000; New England, 44.5,0003 Pacific, 290,000; West 
North Central, 177,000; West South Central, 176,000; Hest South Central, 149,000; 
Mountain, 50,000, All States showed increased employment as compared with a year 
ago, States which reported the largest percentage gains were Rhode Island, 22.13 
Connecticut, 21.03 Maryland, 20.5; Indiana, 20.3; and Virginia, 20.0. 
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EMPLOYMENT ON PUBLIC CONSTRUCTION 


Substantial gains on Federalaid roads, ship construction, and airports, which 
more than offset a decroase on building construction, resulted in a net employment 
gain of 28,000 in the month ending Jvme 15 on construction projects financed from 
appropriations to regular Federal. agencies. Approximately 604,000 persous were 
employed on defense projects and 225,000 were engaged in nondefense work, Pay~roll 
disbursements of $111,984,000 to the $29,000 persons employed on all projects were 
$45967,000 more than in the month ending May 15. 


Contractors on low«rent projects of the United States Housing Authority cur- 
tailed employment to the extent of 2,600 in the month ending Jime 15. Approximately 
200 additional building=trades workers were employed on defense housing projects 
while the.number at work on nondefense housing declined by 2,600. Pay-roll dis- 
hursements of $4,100,000 to workers on all types of projects were $406,000 less than 
in the preceding month, 


Employment on construction projects financed by the Public Works Administration 
showed little change in the month ending “une 15, Wage payments of $1,187,000 to 
the 10,000 men employed were $33,000 css than in May. 


The number of men at work on construction projects financed by the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation rose to 10,900 in the month ending June 15. Defense con- 
struction absorbed the increase of 1,'700 over May vith employment on nondefense 
construction remaining at about the same level as in the earlicr month. Pay rolis 
of $1,522,000 represent an increase of $261,600 over May. 


EMPLOYMENT IN REGULAR FEDERAL SERVICE 


Employment in the executive service of Federal Government continued to expand 
in June. Approximately 51,000 persons were added to executive service pay rolls 
during the month, Pay-roll disbursements of $202,744,000 to the 1,357,000 persons 
at work exceeded May disbursements by $4,362,000. 


June reports show that the number of men in the armed forces of the Federal 
Government rose to 1,740,000, an increase of 73,060 over the preceding month, Pay- 
roll disbursements for the month totaled $105,021,000, 


EMPLOYMENT ON RELIEF PROGRAMS 


Preliminary reports show that employment on alltrelier programs decreased sub- 
stantially in June, Not since October 1935 has employment cn work relief projects 
operated by the Work Projects Administration been lower than the 1.5369 ,000 persons 
reported at work in June. Employment on work relief projects designated as defense 
projects decreased 14,000 during the month and mn nondefense projects the decrease 
amounted to 63,000, Total pay rolls of $81,300,000 were $5,227,000 less than in May. 
Yederal agency projects financed by the Work Projects Administration furnished 
employment to 40,000 persons in Junc, a decrease of 14,000 from the preceding month. 
Wage payments amounted to $2,093,000, 


With the closing of the school year in June employment on the student=-work pro- 
gram of the National Youth Administration decreased 96,000, leaving 368,000 still 
employed. The number of youths at work on the out-of-school work program fell to 
393,000 in June, a decrease of 7,000 from the preceding month.

The estimates of "Total civil nonagricultural employment", given on the first 
line of the above teple. represent the total number of persons engaged in gainful 
work in the United States in nonagricultural industries, excluding military and 
naval personnel, persons employed on W.P.A. or N.Y.A. projects, and enrollees in 
C.C.C. camps. The series described as "Employees in nonegricultural establishments” 
excludes also proprietors and firm members, self-employed persons, casual workers 
and persons in domestic service. The estimates for "Employees in nonagricultural 
establishments" are: shown separately for each of seven major industry groups. Tables 
giving figures for each group, by months, for the period from January 1929 to date 
are available on request. 


The figures represent the number of persons working at an 1y time during the 
week ending nearest the middle of each month. The ae for the United States 
have been adjusted to conform to the figures shown by the 1930 Census of Occupations: 
for the number of nonagricultural "gainful workers" less the number shown to have 
deen unemployed for one week or more at the time of the Census. Separate estimates 
for "Employees in nonagricultural establishments" are shown in the folowing table 
for each of the 48 States and the District of Columbia for May and June 1941, and 
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June 1940. Tables showing the estimates for each State from July 1937 to date are 
available on request. Because the State figures do not include employees on 
merchant vessels, and becsuse cf certain adjustments in the United States estimates 
which have not been made on a State busis, the total of the State estimates will not 
agree exactly with the figure for the United States as a whole 


These estimates are based in large vart on industrial censuses and on regular 
reports of employers to the United States Bureau of Labor Statistics end to other 
Government agencies, such as the Interstate Commerce Commission. Data derived from 
employers! quarterly reports in connection with "old age and survivors! insurance," 
and employers! monthly reports in connection with unemployment compensation heave been 
ussu extensively as a check on estimates derived from other sources, and in some 
industries they have provided the most reliable information available.

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Employment and Pay Rolls - July 1941 


Over 380,000 VERS) workers found employment in nonagricultural establish- 
ments in July, Secretary of Labor Frances pencin reported today (Friday). An 
increase of 210,000 workers in manufacturing plants reflected a further acceleration 
of defense production, it was pointed out. | 

"Total civil nonagricultural employment in July was 39,240,000, an abi—time~ 
peak," Secretary Perkins said. "This total represented an increase of 3,785,000 
workers over July 1940. The current July figure-was 2,200,000 above the level of 
July 1929. 

"Substantial areal otic gains since last July were shown by all major indus- 
trial groups. The largest employment gein was in manufacturing where 2,150,000 
workers have secured jobs since July 1940. Construction employment increased by 
500,000; trade showed a rise of 344,000 workers and the transportation and public 
utilities group reported a gain of 234,000 employees. “Approximately 535,000 more 
civilian workers were employed by Federal, State and local Government services than 
at Seas be last ek pe armed forces of the Nemes 3 increased by 117,000 in July 
compared to a 78,000 gain in June. Ges were 1,857,000 in the Sean forces: in 
July, a rise of 1,341,000 since July 1940. 

"Defense employment in July continued the steady increase which began in 
June 1940. During this period, 18 private defense industries which handle a major

Total civil nonagricultural emp] loymen 1f in August amounted to 39,542,000, which 

was 1,166,000 above the August 1929 level and an increase of 3,640,000 workers since 
; ee 4 1940., Secretary of Labor Perkins reported today, Tuesday: 

"From Suly to August employment increased by 261,000., Miss Perkins said " 
This is the fifth consecutive month in which employment has. exceeded all previous 
levels. . Further expansion in defense production, together with a greater=-than= 
usual rise in the canning industry resulting from Army and Navy and Lend-lease pur= 
chases, more than offset seasonal lay-offs in automobile plants and employment 
decreascs in industries affected by shortages of materials. Automobile employment 
in August was 24.0 percent above thet in August 1940. 

"ihe increase of employment in the first year of the defense program has been 
of record breaking proportions.: Only once before has there been an equally large 
increase in the number of wage and salaried workers engaged in nonagricultural 
industries in a period of twelve months. Botween the spring of 1933 and the spring 
of 1934 the incrcase was about the same as that which we have experienced this last 
year. To achieve this record this year, however, we have had to build ond equip new 
plants, train Se s of thousands of workers to new skills » ond iearn to make 
things which have never before been in mass production in hia country. By 
contrast, in 1933~34 our problem was merely that ae putting unused resources. back 
to work, This achievement is 211 the more remarkable beeause we have withdrawn also 
nearly a million and a half men for the armed fanedee 

"Unemployment which totaled nearly 9 million persons at the beginning of the 
defense program dropped to about 5 million 3C0O thousand in August 1941, according 
to the monthly sample enunerntion of the labor forco made by the WPA. The with- 
drawal of possibly as many as a million ‘and a half workers from the labor force in 
Septenbor, which may be expected largely because of the return to school of young 
summer workers, means that there has been a further sharp decrcase in unemployment. 

"Over the year erp] Loyment expanded in a major branches of ere II OA * 
industry. The largest increase was in manufacturing where 1,983,000 more vorkers 
were employed this August tha year ago." 

"Construction sp lovnent Thavoased 478,000, reflecting gains not only in 
defense construction tie also in private building. Trade employment rose 375,000 
over the year, as a result of the substantially is irger pay-roll disbursements and 
increased consumer Naa Nee, Sizable advances also took place in transpo: 
tion and public utilities, and in the Federal, State, and local government s 
The armed forces of the Nation, which arc not included in the above nonagricu.

"Employnent in the strategic industrics handling a greater part of the defense 
production orders continued to expand in Weta The aggregate gein in 18 private 
detonse industries since the inauguration of the defense program in June 1940, Was 
775,000 wage earners or a gain of 60 percent, while all manufacturing industries 
esubined increased employment by more than 2,320,000 wage earners or 29 per 
cents

"The advance in employment and pay rolls for all manufacturirz 
combined carried the indexes to new record high levels, The employment index 


reached 132.5 percent of the 1923-25 averages and the pay roll index rose to 157.0. 
The increase cover the past vear has been twice as great in pay rolls as in employ- 


ment, reflccting substantial increases in working hours, overtime payments, and 


o 


wage rates. Although employment in most of the separate durable goods industries 


showed gains, the combined group total remained unchanged between July and August 
largely because of the offsetting decline in automobile plants due to Ws 2... 
change-over. Pay rolls in the Qurable-goods group, however, showed a slight rise. 
Nondurable goods industries reported a 3.0 percent increase in employment over the 
month and a rise of 4.1 porcent in pay rolls. 

"Among the nonmanufacturing industries employment and pay-roll gains fro 
July to August were general in the mining <industrics, In whodesale ‘ 
trade gains were of greater=than-scasonal proportions. Employment and pay rolis 
in retail trade were lower in August than in July. Automobile dealers reported 
declines over the month but substantial gains over the year." 

"Private building construction employment and pay rolls increased by less than 
the usual amount between July and August. The current levels of comployment and 
pay rolls in this industry, however, are respectively 15 per cent and 27 per cent 
higher than in August 1940. 

"Inereases in-nonagricultural employment between July and August occurred 
in all of the geographical regions with the exception of the East North Central, 
where seasonal lay-offs in automobile plants more than offset gains in other in- 
dustricos. The current level of employment was above August of last year in every 
State. The larzest gains occurred in Virginia, Maryland, Rhode Island, Connecti» 
cut , and Indiaaa where total civil nonagricultural employment was more than 20 
percent above fLugust 1940. é 

"Almost 15,000 additional workers found jobs on construction projects 
financed wholly or partially from Federal funds during the month ending August 15. 
Employment on State road projects showed a scasonal increase of 7,000 in August. 
Preliminary figures indicate that executive service employment rose to approx= 
imately 1,409,000, an increase of 17,000 over the preceding month. Decreases 
were again reported on all relief programs of the Federal Government."

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Defense production continued to expand and all menufacturing 
industries combined showed an employment rise of approximately 218,000 workers 
from mid-August to mid=September, Secretary of Labor Frances Perkins reported 
today (Friday). "The increase for all manufacturing, however, was of slightly 
less than the usual seasonal proportions, as the expansion in heavy metals and 
machinery industries tapered off," she said. Silk and rayon goods and hosiery, 
experienced substantial employment dislocations, and the increase in the auto- 
mobile industry was less than usual in accordance with the effort to conserve 
Critical and strategic rew materials, 

"Total civil nonagricultural employment in September amounted 
to 40,065,000, an increase of approximately 439,000 over August. This 
represented the sixth consecutive month in which employment exceeded all 
previous levels, Nonagricultural employment has shown an inercase of 3,537,000 
workers since September 1940 and now cxceeds the September 1929 peak. by 255955090., 

"Substantial employment gains over the past ycar were rcported

by all major industrial groups. The largest increase took place in manufacturing 
where 1,907,000 workers have secured jobs since September 1940, Construction 
employment rose 446,000; trade showed an increassc of 338,000 workers; and the 
transportation and public utilities group reported a gain of 245,000. Federal, 
State, and local Government. services employed approximately 376,000 more civilian 
workers than at this time last year. This record increase in nonegricultural 
employment took place while the armed forees of the Nation were expanding rapidly. 
There were 1,992,000 in the armed forces in September, a rise of 1,358,000 since 


September 1940, 
"The defense program has caused a marked alteration in the 


industrial distribution of the manufacturing labor force, as evidenced by the fact 
that there are now more workers employed in the durable than in the nondurable 
goods industries. From September 1940 tu Septembcr 1941 durable goods employment 
rose 31,5 percent, to a total of 5,478,300, while employment in nondurable goods 
manufacturing rose only 12.9 percent, to a total of 5,221,600. A year ago the 
number employed in nondurable gocds manufacturing was considerably higher than 


that for durable goods, and even at the peak of the 1929 boom, nondurable goods 


employment. was larger than that in the durable gcods industries.

EMPLOYMENT AND PAY ROLLS, OCTOBER 1941 emdiNUS 


Manufacturing employment showed virtually no change from mid-September to 
mid-October, although pay rolls advanced by more than the usual seasonal amount, 
Secretary of Labor Frances Perkins reported today (Saturday). "Employment increases 
continued in durable goods industries, high-lighted by further marked expansions in 
shipbuilding and aircreft," she said. "These gains were offset by decreased enploy- 
ment in nondurable goods caused largely by a sharp seasonal decline in the canning 
and preserving industry. As a result, total manufacturing employment fell by 
14,000 workers, or 0.1 percent. Shortages of materials caused serious employmen 
dislocations in many industries, notably plumbers! supplies, stoves, vacuum clean- 
ers, washing machines, refrigerators, electrical appliances, metal furniture, 
structural steel, brass, bronze and copper, silk and rayon, and hosiery. 


"Total civil nonagricultural employment in October amounted to 40,749,000, 
according to revised estimates, an increase of approximately 34,000 over September. 
In each month since February of this year, nonagricultural employment has exceeded 
all previously recorded levels. Revised estimates show that there has been an 
increase of 3,374,000 since October 1940 and that nonagricultural employment 
exceeds the 1929 peak by more than 3 million. 


"One of the important contributing factors to the increase in nonagri- 
cultural employment from mid-September to mid-October was a rise in construction 
employment. This increase was brought about largely by the building of new defense 
plant facilities financed by the Federal Government. 


"The Federal construction program in recent months has resulted in sub- 
stantial employment gains comparable to those experienced during the final quarter 


of 1940 and early this year, when the Army cantonment program was under way. The 
only other major group to show a substantial rise in employment over the month was 
trade, where the usual seasonal expansion occurred. During the past year manufac- 
turing employment has increased 1,854,000, compared to gains in excess of 300,000 
in construction, trade, and the Federal, State, and local government services. The 
arned forces of the Nation now amount to 2,014,000, a rise of 1,281,000 since 
October 1940 in addition to the 3,374,000 increase of employment noted above, 


"Since the defense program was inaugurated in June 1940 there has been an 
increase of more than 2,500,000 wage earners in private manufacturing establish- 
ments, or 31 percent. During this same interval, 18 defense industries which have 
handled a greater proportion of the defense production orders have shown an employ- 
ment increase of more than 1,100,000, or 69 percent. Approximately half of this 
increase has occurred in three basic industries: blast furnaces, steel works and 
rolling mills; foundries and machine shops; and electrical machinery, apparatus and 
supplies. Among the major defense industries the greatest percentage gains have 
occurred in aircraft and shipbuilding, and even in terms of the aggregate number of 
workers employed, the gains in these industiies have been comparable to those in 
the basic metal working industries. In October shipbuilding and aircraft continued 
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to lead all major defense industries in employment increases as indicated by the 
following table:

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"Two important defense industries showed decreases in employment from 
mid-September to mid-October, Blast furnaces, steel work cs, and rolling mills 
reported a decrease of 29800 caused Largely ‘by a critical shortage of steel scrap 
and inability of finishing mills to secure rough steel.. Serious shortages of 
copper, zinc, nickel, and steel are largely responsible for an employment decrease 
of 1,000 in the brass, bronze, and copper products industry. Shortages of raw - 
materials extended to many nondurable-goods industries, .but the principal factor 
in the. decline in that group was the sharp seasonal decrease of 92,300 in the 
canning and preserving industry. ke 


The employment index for all manufacturing industries combined in 
Gokeher stood at 135.1 of the 1923-25 average’, and the pay-roll index reached 
166.7. During the past year, there has been a considerably greater increase in 
pay rolls than in employment, reflecting expansion in working hours, overtime 
payments and: wage-rate increases. Slight employment gains were reported in 
anthracite and bituminous coal mining. Enploynent in metal mines reizsained at the 
September level, while in quarries and in the oil fields employment was slightly 
curtailed. Wholesale trade employnent showed the usual seasonal advance, while 
the prcHenacrin retail stores was of. Gene Ly, less eheh seasonal proportions. 


"EmpLloynent , on construction projects financed fron Ee Rederal, 
appropriations passed the 1 million mark’ inthe month ending -October 15, with a 
gain of 87,300 over the preceding month, Nonresidential defense building con- 
struction was mainly responsible for the increase. Employment on construction 
projects financed from Reconstruction Finance Corperation funds. showed an increase 
of 7,600 for defense work while only slight increases were reported in the nuribe 
of employees on the U.S. Housing Authority construction projects and on State- 
financed road maintenance projects. It is estimated that in the month of October 
the executive service of the Federal Government employed 1,515,000 persons, an 
addition to the staff of 27,100. The number of persons on W.P.A. projects and 
in C.C.C. camps declined 3,300 and 17,500 respectively during the month. The cor- o 
responding decline in the number over the past year amounted to almost three 
quarters of a million persons. The school-work program of the N.Y.A., which was 
being expanded in September due to the reopening of school, employed 274,000 
persons in the month of October while the out-of-school-work program of the N.Y.A. 
employed 293,000, or 19,100 fewer persons than in September

Total civil nonagricultural employment in November (40,693,000) was 3,165,000 
greater than in November 1940 and 4,114,000 above the November 1929 level, secre= 
tary of Labor Frances Perkins reported today. "Between mid-October and mid-Novem= 
ber 1941 there was a drop of $3,000", she said. "This decrease was due primarily 
to seasonal recessicns in the manufacturing, transportation, and finance-and 

. 
service groups. 

"While 70,000 fewer factory workers were employed in November than in the 
preceding month, the decline in factory employment was of less than the usual . 
seasonal proportion. Employment continued to advance sharply in the shipbuilding 
and aircraft industries. Moderate increases were reported in a number of other 
industries. These gains were offset, however, by seasonal losses in canning and 
the clothing industries and also by employment reductions in many establishments 
where operations have been curtailed in the effort to conserve critical raw 
materials. 

"Employment in the transportation and public-utility group declined by 58,000 
from October to November; the finance and service group showed a drop of 25 ,0003 
and the mining group showed a small decrease (4,000). These losses over the month 
interval were partly offset by increases in trade (61,000) and government (3,000). 
Federal construction continued to rise sharply but a seasonal decrease occurred in 
non-Federal construction and total construction showed a gain of only 10,000 workers, 

"The greater part of the gain of 3,165,000 in nonagricultural employment over 

he year occurred in manufacturing with an increase of 1,734,000 workers. Federal, 


State, and local government services increased 391,000; trade increased 336,000; 


alge aw | ee 
construction rose 261,000; transportation, 242,000; finance and service, 143,000; 
and mining 58,000, 

"Seasonal declines in employment occurred in canning and preserving (49,600), 
savmills (11,500), and women's clothing (9,700). In the automobile industry 
reduced production quotas resulted in a decline of 7,300 workers, the November 
total of 511,400 being 2.2 percent lower than in November a year ago. 

"The employment index for all manufacturing industz ries combined in November 
stood at 134.5 of the 1923-25 average, and the pay-roll index was 165.5. Compared 
with November 1940, factory employment has increased 17.3 percent and pay rolls 
42.2 percent. The considerably greater increase in pay rolls reflects expansion in 
working hours, overtime payments, and wage-rate increases. 

Mlage=-rate increases averaging €1 percent and affecting 165 5,511 factory wage 
earners were reported by 586 cooperating establishments between mid-October and mid-= 
November, The number affected by wage increases in November was less than in any 
month since March 1941. Since January, wage increases affecting more than 4,500,000 
workers have been reported. 

"Employment in anthracite and bituminous coal mines showed virtually no change 
between October and November, but pay rolls in both industries declined (15 percent 
and 5 percent, respectively) partly as a result of holidays observed in the first 
half of November. Less than seasonal reductions were reported by quarries and 
nonmetallic mines, while employment in metal mines showed virtually no change and 
pay rolls rose slightly. Wholesale-trade employment and pay rolls showed slight 
contraseasonal gains, largely as a result of pronounced employment increases in 
establishments handling farm products. Greater-than-seasonal increases occurred in 
retail trade, despite employment losses experienced by automobile, lumber, and 


building-material dealers, and dealers in radios and household appliances.

"The only States showing significant gains in employment as compared with 
October 1941 were Florida, where seasonal increases occurred, and Arkansas and 
Louisiana where defense construction boosted employment. The Pacific States 
showed the greatest increases in employment as compared with November of last year. 
Expansion in aircraft plants and shipyards was responsible for the greatest part 
of the gain, 

"Increased activity on the construction of Naval vessels and nonresidential 
buildings was largely responsible for an employment increase of 81,000 in the 
month ending November 15 on construction projects financed from regular Federal 
appropriations, The number of men at work on low-rent projects of the United 
States Housing Authority déclined from 40,800 to 36,000. Seasonal employment 
decreases Bhaneved on both maintenance and new road projects financed from State 
funds. A preliminary estimate indicates that 23,000 persons were added to 
executive service pay rolls in November. Employment on wok celies projects of 
the Work rojeets ‘Administration rose 16,000 in November and 83,000 were added to 
the.rolls of the National Youth Administration. About 1,000 ee persons were

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and November 1940. Tables showing the estimates for each State from July 1937 to 
date are available on request. Pecause the State fizures do not include employees 
en merchant vessels, and because of certain adjustments in the United States 
estimates which have not been made on a State basis, the total of the State 
estimates will not agree exactly with the figure for the United States as a whole. 


These estimates are based in large part on industrial censuses and on 
regular reports of employers to the United States Bureau of Labor Statistics and 
to other Government agencies, such as the Interstate Commerce Commission. Data 
derived from employers' quarterly reports in connection with "old age and sur- 
vivers' insurance," and employers' monthly reports in connection with unemployment 
compensation have been used extcnsively as a check on estimates derived from other 
sources, and in some industries they have provided fhe most reliatle information 
available. 
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Indexes ef employment and pay rolls for all manufacturing industries combined, Class I steam 
railroads, and for those nonmanufacturing industries for which information is available, are shown 
below for November 1941, with percentage changes from October 1941 and November 1940, The 3-year 

_ average 1923-25 is used as 2 base in computing the indexes for the si ayy se i industries and 
the S-year average 1935~39 as a base for Class I steam railroads. For the other nonmanufacturing 
industries information for years prior to 1929 is not available from the Bureau's records, and the 
lé=nonth average for 1929 is used as a base in computing the index numbers. These indexes are not 
adjusted for seasonal variation. 


The data for manufacturing, mining, building construction, laundries, and dyeing and clean 
ing cover wage earners only; those for railroads cover all employees while the data for water 
transportation cover employees on vessels of 1,000 gross tons or over in deep-sec trades only. 
The data for other industries exclude proprictors and firm members, corporation. officers, 
executives, and others whose work is minly supervisory.
